How Boise County Aflairs are Managed.

[From the Lewiston Age.]

In jour own Territory, this has not been
doue—the letter of the law has been almost
totally disregarded in Boise.couuty. The
revenue enactment of the last Session is cer-
tainly susceptible of improvement; but the
root of financial evil, just now, is in county
management ; and there is where the blow
must fall that would strike it down. Officials
in the county mentioned, through their neg-
ligence, if nothing worse, havé actually laid
themselves liable to serious penalties. The
forty-seventh section of the revenue law reads
as follows :

On delivering the certified copy of the as<ess-
ment roll to the Tax Collector, the Auditor shall
charge the Tax Collector with the full amoant of
the tuxes levied, and shall forthwith transmit, by
mail, 1o the Territorial Auditor, a statement fof
the amount, so charged, and - shall: also; at the
same time, transmit to the Territorial “Auditor, a
s atement of the number of poll tax receipts des
livered to the Tax Collector, and the number of
the said receipt returned to him on settlement,
which said returned receipts he sha!l forward to
the Auditor, by such conveyance as the Territo~
rial Auditor, either by general or special order,
may direct, and shall at the same ‘time, make out
and transmit, by mail, a_statement of all Teprito-
rial and county licenses issued in the county since
lis last settlement in regard thereto, giving the
number and aggregate amount ol eaca kind, of
liceuse issued. :

' The “statements” to be sent to the Ter-
ritorial Auditor, as  comprehended ahove,
HAVE NEVER BEEN SEST AT ALL, by the Boise
county rofficinl; and geveral thousand blank
poll-tex receipts forwarded there, through
the proper channel, have never been account-
ed for; AND NOTHING HAS BEEN HEARD FROM
Huy officially, and in ;due form, sINCE THOSE
BLANKS WERE SENT, save u receipt therefor.
So this section has been entirely disregardéd.
Section fifty-one reads thus : ;

The County ‘Aunditorshall, on the Tuesdny’ next
following . the first Monday iu each month, re-
port to tlie Territorial Auditer, the amount of
money ia the  county ' treasnry belonging to the
Territory, stating specifically, in said report the
amount received from cach source of revenue ;
prior to making which report ‘he shall examine
the bovks of the County Treasurer, and shall ad-
minister to the Treasurer an ,oath, declaring that
said books are correct, and that all the money re-
ceived by him for or on account of the Teriitory,
has been duly entered therein,. The Territorial
Aunditor shali forward to the Auditor blank forms
for the accoutits to be rendered and for the oath
to be taken under this section,-and the Auditor
shall from tire to time furnish the Tax Collector
with a suflicient number of licenses tuKing his re-
ceipt therefor. 5
The Territorial Auditor has complied with
bis fpart of these duties; but he has not re-
ceived fromthe County Anditor of Boise any
such reports as are countemplated above. And
this section has been utteriy disregarded.
Section eighty-three reads:

The treasurers of the respettive counties chall

at all time= Lold themselves in readiness to settle

and pay ¢}l moneys in'their hands wWhenever re-

quired so to do by an order signed by the Auditor

und Treasuer of the Territory; and the Treasurer

and Auditgr ave hereby authorized 1o “draw such

orders whgjever they deem it proper. TheTreas-

urers shall, on the second Mondays in March,

June, September, and December, in each year,

settle in full with the Auditer, and pay overin
cash to the Treasurer of thes Territory all {funds

which shall have come into their hands 4s county
"treasurers, for the ase and benefit of the Territo-

ry, takiug therefor a receipt from the Treasurer
of the Territory, which receipthe shall forthywith

file with'the Auditor. :

Such cosjoint orders for mopeys due have
been frequently sent tothe Treasurer of Boise

county; and that county has never paid over
moneys due the'Territory BUT oNckE. The

8ecriox 1: The County Treasurers of the coun-
ties of Nez Perce, Idaho, Boise and Shoshone
shall, on or before tke twenticth day of March,
ome thousand eight hundred and sixty four, pay
over to the Territorial Treasurer of tiie Territory
of Idaho,all moneys heid by them as such county
Treasurers for the use of the lerritory under and
by virtue of any law of Washington Territory.

Sec. 2. The Territorial Treasurer is hereby re-
quired to receive any and all moneys thus paid by
said County Treasurers, or any ot them, and res
ceipt for the same to said Treasurers, which re-
ceipt shall discharge them from all liabilities.

Sec. 3. For a failure to comply with the provi-
sions of this Act, they, and their sureties, shall be
liable on their official bonds.

In this Grand Jury report we see it stated
that the Board of County Commissioners of
Boise instructed the County Treasurer not Lo
account to the Territorial Treasurer for mon-
eys collected in 1863, AND, HE NEVER Has. But
his official bonds are responsible uuder the
general law, for thus misapplying the Terri-
tory’s funds! Section eighty-three of the
Revenue Law reads thus:

If any Tax Collector or County Treasurer shall,
either directly or indirectly, use, loan, employ or
in any manner place out of his possession, other-
wise than on special deposit, any funds belonging
to, or collected by, or paid to him for the use and
benefit of either the Territory or any county, he
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and of convic-
tion thereof, shall be forthwith removed from
office. and shall also be punished by a fine in any
sum not exceeding five tnousand ~dollars, or im-
prisonment in the Territorial prison for any time
not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and
imprisontcent. 9% 1

We have used " the case of Roise county to
illusgrate the: principles laid down at the be-
ginning of this artiele. It matters not how
efficient the general principles of a revenue
law may be, it isa failure if its details arenot
complied with. By such non-compliance,
public credit is impaired, and public finances
are deranged.

Our Legislature have now under consider-
atiou amendments to the Revenue Act. We
would suggest thdt the most certain way of
securing efficiency, would be to secare obedi-
ence to its provisions. |
